It's Too Much for Us 

Against the background noise of political debates, a volatile stock 
market, and growing fears of what lies ahead, we need to hear 
God's Word. On this Reformation Sunday, we hear the words of 
Psalm 46 that inspired Martin Luther in his own times of trouble: 
"God is our refuge and strength, a very present help in trouble." 

When Pastor Ron served Communion, he broke off large pieces of 
bread from the loaf. One Sunday, an elderly woman came forward 
to receive the bread and wine, but when she looked at the piece she 
whispered, "It's too much for me." He looked back into her eyes 
and said, "It'stoo much for all of us." 

Isn't that the truth? We have a creative and loving God who sends 
His only Son to teach us, to die for us, and then raises J esus from 
the dead that we might have life eternal. God sends His Holy Spirit 
to dwell within us and to guide us. In God's Church, God's Word is 
heard and His people are nourished through the Sacrament. Then 
we, the Church reach out with the Good News to our neighbors, and 
to heal, feed, and clothe those in need. Yes, "God is our refuge 
and strength, a very present help in trouble." It's too much for us 
to fathom! 

Recently, a Christian said, "All of this turmoil makes me think 
about what is really important in life: my God, my Church, my 
family. Everything else is just stuff." When we look around us, 
read the pages of history, and recall God's great work throughout 
the ages, we can hear God speaking: "Relax, do not fear, 
remember that I am still your God, your Refuge and Strength." 

Prayer: God, You are our Refuge and Strength, aware of our 
problems and concerned about our fears. Though the earth is 
shaking in tragedy and our world is not as you would have it, still 
You are here, all -wise and almighty as ever. Help us not to fear but 
to put our trust in You. Amen -^Tyger Penson

Consecration Weekend is Coming— November 15 & 16 



Our congregation's Stewardship Committee has selected the New Consecration Sunday 
Stewardship Program as a way to teach the biblical and spiritual principles of 
generous giving in our stewardship education emphasis this year. 

New Consecration Sunday is based on the biblical philosophy of the need of the giver 
to give for his or her own spiritual development, rather than on the need of the 
church to receive. Instead of treating people like members of a social club who 
should pay dues, we will treat people like followers of J esus Christ who want to give 
unselfishly as an act of discipleship. New Consecration Sunday encourages people 
toward proportionate and systematic giving in response to the question, "What 
percentage of my income is God calling me to give?' 

Congregations that approach financial stewardshi p f rom a biblical perspective do not 
view the money Christians give to their church merely as a way to pay its bills. 
Rather, such congregations see financial contributions as a way to help people grow 
spiritually in their relationship with God by supporting their church's mission and 
ministry with a percentage of their incomes. 

During morning worship on Consecration Sunday, we are asking our attendees and 
members to make their financial commitments to our church's ministries in this 
community and around the world. 

Every attendee and member who completes an Estimate of Giving Card does so 
voluntarily as a part of our morning worship on Consecration Sunday. We will do no 
home solicitation to ask people to complete cards. During morning worship our guest 
leader will conduct a brief period of instruction and inspiration, climaxed by members 
making their commitments as a confidential act of worship. 

We will encourage participation in Consecration Sunday events through the 
Consecration Sunday team and Church Council members. Since we will make no 
follow-up visits to ask people to complete their cards, we will make every effort to 
inform, inspire, and commit everyone to attend Consecration Sunday worship.
